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Tur closing of the theatres is rapidly taken 
place, since summer at last has made its apperr- 
ance. ‘he Strand has been given over to a public 
entertainer, the St. James’s announces closing 
programme, and the Globe and the Opera 
Comique, the Charing Cross and the Holborn, are, 
as far as dramatic performances are concerned, 
altogether shut. Hence, though the time antici- 
pates a little that from which the close of the 
season is supposed to date, we are justified in 
teking it for the purpose of retrospect. If most 
of the theatres are not closed, it is at least 
certain they willsoon become so. The summer, 
long deferred, bas come at last, and seems dis- 
posed to compensate for the coyness of its 
approach by the warmth of its caress. Who that 
sees the July sun streaming through every crevice 
of blind or shutter, feels the deep amorous glow 
of the atmosphere, or hears the hum of insect 
life which, even in cities, is a characteristic of 
the season, can fancy the idea of seeking the 
inside of a theatre ? An al fresco entertainment 
night possibly be stood. Yet things are not 
wholly unsatisfactory, and though to reap any 
good sign in the present aspect of affairs needs a 
man to look well ahead and enjoy a pretty 
sanguine disposition, we yet manage to extract 
some comfort from the signs of the times. 
Though there has not been a single event of im- 
portance to adorn the dramatic anvals, no new 
play worthy to obtain the not very enviable 
distinction of ranking among the foremost of 
modern Engtish pieces, and though no new 
actor has dawned on our horizon, signs that the 
public interest in theatrical matter is reawakening 
are numerous. 


Higusury Bary.—Mr E. T. Smith, the 
present proprietor, has put his energy forth, and 
made rapid progress in putting a new face upon 
the former structure. The grounds have been re- 
modelled, and a vast number of trees and exotics 
vow adorn this pleasant retreat. ‘The amusements 
cotamence carly and continue up to 12%o’cluck ; 
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they consist of bycicle racing, foot racing, walking 
matches, wonders on the trapeze, Spiller, the 
wonderful skater, an excellent concert, and grand 
fireworks, The interior of the lotel much 
improved, and the refreshments of the best 
quality at reasonable charges. We ought in 
justice to the employed to state the greatest atten- 
tion is paid to the applicants, both as regards 
time and civility, particularly by the females, in 
their departments. It is the cheapest sixpenny- 
worth of amusement of any in or near the 
metropolis.

St. Georas’s Tueatre.—On Wednesday last, 
our publishing day, the above place was engaged 
by Mr F. Vernon, being a night set apart for his 
benefit, when a large assemblage patronised the 
performance. The programme consisted of A 
Rough Diamond, Plot and Passion, and The 
Loan of a Lover. Why the programme was not 
adhered to we are at a loss to tell; Plot and 
Passion being acted first, and the two farces 
afterwards, which cut out some of the favourites 
till a late hour, so that the greater portion of the 
audience retired. A Mr Green was the Fouche, 
an arduous character, in Plot and Passion; this 
gentleman looked well, and has a commanding 
person, with a good voice, and clear and distinct 
pronunciation, but in his acting there was a want 
ot dignity and self control,as well as cunning in the 
dialogue with his colleague Desmarets. Mr Burge 
was well up in the part of the latter, and took 
great pains in his personification of the character, 
and was quite successful in gaining the applause 
of the audience. Mr Bush, as the Marquis de 
Cavennes, was tame, and did not act with sufficient 
buoyancy. Mr Westbrook filled the part of the 
secretary with great care and judgment, and was 
particularly successful in the impassioned and 
pathetic _ scenes. The smaller parts were 
efficiently acted by Mesers Raynor and Lorne. 
Miss Stella Norton had a good conception of 
Madame de Frontanges, and only required the 
vigor and natural physique to make her acting 
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equal to her conception —The Rough Diamond 
followed ; the Cousin Joe of Mr Green was 
amusing, and ahowed that comedy was his forte. 
Miss Clara Vaughan as Margery, looked very 
engaging, but was dressed too much in the 
modern style for the quiet country rustic, and 
was too refined in her manners; she possesses a 
fine handsome person, a pleasing voice, and a 
ladylike demeanour.—The concluding vaudeville, 
the The Loan of a Lover, was very well acted ; 
the lencfictare was the, Peter Spike, who did not 
take much pains with the character. The female 
characters were very artistically acted; Miss 
Grace Delafield as Gertude is deserving of un- 
qualified praise, for her acting aud singing was 


“all that could be wished for; she met with 


universal applause, and was encored in all her 
songs. It was a pity it being so late and so many 
of the audience had left, for they certainly lost 
the best portion of the performance of the evening. 
We observed a great resemblance in Miss Dela- 
field to Madame Vestris, in person, dress, acting, 
singing, and demeanour. The orchestra was 
under the direction of Mr Bourton, and the 
management under Messrs F. Vernon and C. W. 
Norton. 


ArsioN Hau, LoNpon Wati.—The members 
of the City Musical and Elocutionary Society 
gave their 8th entertainment at the above on 
Friday last to a fashionable though not a large 
audience. No doubt the weather had the effect 
of keeping away many friends of the society, 
for the night was sultry and the theatre not the 
coolest spot in the month of July. But what 
they lacked in numbers they made up in applause, 
for the actors received many tokens of delight 
from their perspiring auditors, The programme 
contained nothing very new or exciting. The 
pieces chosen being Craven’s Drama of Miriam’s 
Crime, and the comedy of Married Daughters 
and Young Iushands. We have lately been under 
the idea that the Jast had been seen of Miriam 
and her c:ime. But we confess our mistake and 
we notice it in the hope that it may be shelved 
for the future. In the first piece Mr T. Hinton 
appeared in the leading part, that of Bernard 
Reynolds, and acquited himself in a very success- 
ful mann'r. This amateur appears so often in 
blank verse and heavy business that we were 
hardly prepared for so I'ght and easy impersona- 
tion as he presented. Le has had much experi- 
ence and showed the practised actor in all his 
movements. Admirably dressed he played the 
part to perfection, and won hearty appp'ause from 
tbe appreciative audience. Mr Alexander was 
the Iuffiv, and his peculiar style exactly suited 
the part. He has a pleasant way of speaking and 
acting, he looked the prim ard respectable lawyer 
toa T, and if he would speak a trifle louder he 
would be al) that could be desired. Mr Mortlock 
had evidently formed a wrong conception of the 
character of Biles. He appeared to us like a 
Methodist parson more than a lawyer's clerk, but 
he improved wonderfully in the second and third 
acts, and caused much laughter by his comic 
utterances. ‘This gentleman we should like to 

@ in a Serious part as we think it would be more 
tu'tcd to bim, he was very good in his scenes 
with Scumleyin the 3rd act, and displayed a 
‘avefulstyle all through; be met with a cordial 





recognition from his friends. He is a useful 

actor, and we hope on the next occasion he will 

meet with a character more suited to his ability. 

Mr H. Bacon looked sufficiently repulsive as 

Scumley, and made a great deal out of this un- 

thankful part. Mr Bacon is a careful actor, always 

well up in the dialogue, and deserves credit for 

his exertions. Daniel was humorously filled up 

by Mr Crichton. Miss Kate Clevedon sustained 

the part of Miriam West, and we are sorry we 

cannot award her the praise we should like to do, 

She has a fine figure, expressive features, and 

dresses with taste, but she lacks the dramatic fire 
requisite for the proper delineation of Miss West. 
It is the part of the drama, and if not played ina 
forcible manner the scenes fall fiat in which she 
is engaged ; for instance the long speech at the 
end of the first act created for her troubles 
no sympathy from the audience. We hope she 
will take no umbrage at our remarks which are 
kindly meant ; in some characters we feel assured 
she would create a favourable impression, for her 
talents are not mean, but she required that which 
will only come by time—experience. Miss Harring- 
ton was sufficiently voluble as Mrs Raby, and for 
a first appearance decidedly promising. After an 
interval, pleasantly whiled away by the band, led 
in good style by Mr Kohl, the curtain drew up 
on the concluding piece, which was gone through 
in a manner creditable to all concerned. Miss 
Douglass as Mre Carey was especially good ; 
she trod the stage and spoke her lines 
as if to the manner born; she is a clever 
young lady and ought to make a name in 
the theatrical world. She is a valuable member 
of the club. Miss Maxwell was pretty and in- 
telligent as Mrs Fagg, aud Miss Thornhill was a 
handsome representative of Mrs Spooner, in fact 
the ladies bore off the palm in this piece. The 
smaller parts of the ladies were efficiently filled 
by Misses Evesham, Harrington, Neash, Earle, 
and James; a prettier bevy of young ladies it would 
be difficult to find. We envied the actors their 
position, surrounded as they were by so much 
beauty. Mr J. Crichton showed much natural 
drollery as Mr Fagg, be seems to enjoy the char- 
acter be appears in and communicates his plea- 
sure to the audience ; he is a great favourite and 
deservedly so, for he is a good actor.

We must go back in memory nearly a 
century for the glories of this French actress. 
A noble a beautiful trait in her character is 
worth recording. She had always cherished 
a singularly grateful remembrance of the 
plaudits bestowed upon her by the unfortunate 
Marie Antoinette. One night in 1792 the 
unhappy queen was present at the Theatre 
Frangais—it was one of her last visits; the 
play was Les Hvenements Imprévus. _Dugazon 
whe played the part of Lisette, had to speak 
these lines “I love my master dearly; Ah! 
how very dearly I love my mistress.” Feel- 
ing intensely their applicability she glanced to- 
wards the royal box, her eyes suffused with 
tears. The audience caught the sympathetic 
expression, and shouted savagely .4 prison / 
a prison! But instead of being intimidated 
by their threats she advanced close to the box, 
and with yet deeper pathos and fervent ex- 
pression, repeated the verses. The queen was 
much moved by such brave devotion; and even 
the audience, struck by so much daring, gave 
a burst of applause. Here is an exemplifica- 
tion of the Bard’s truest line—‘ One touch of 
nature makes the whole world kin!”’? But the 
act compelled Dugazon to retire from the stage 
for three years.

DEATH OF SHERIDAN KNOWLES. 

AT Torquay, on Sunday, Nov. 30th, died 
James Sheridan | Knowles. Mr _ Sheridan 
Knowles was born in the year 1784, at Cork. 
He inherited a literary name from his father, 
Mr James Knowles, a man of considerable 
talent and acquirements, and the author of a 
standard dictionary of the English language. 
The subject of our memoir was also connected 
with that illustrious family from whom he took 
his name of Sheridan. When only eight years 
of age he tame to London with his father, who 
followed the pursuit of a private teacher and 
lecturer on elocution ; and the lad’s turn of 
mind was strongly manifested at a very early 
period of life. He was, in fact, but twelve 
years old when be wrote a piece for a band of 





juvenile amateur actors, whom he led; and very 
shortly afterwards he produced the libretto of an 
opera founded on the history of the Chevalier de 
Grillon. When he had. attained the more 
mature age of twenty-five, Sheridan Knowles 
resolved on trying his fortune as an actor, 
and he selected the Crow-street Theatre, 
Dublin, as the stage of his first essay. He 
continued, with but moderate success, to 
perform at Waterford, at Swansea, and else- 
where, and assisted his father in teaching 
eloeution at Belfast. The plays which followed, 
in the order of succession in ‘which we give 
their names, were—TVirginius, William Tell, 
The Beggar. of Bethnal. Green, The Hunchback, 
The Wife, The Daughter, The Love Chase, 
Woman's Wit, The Maid of Mariendorpt, Love, 
Old Maids, John of Procida, The Rose of Arrogan, 
and Zhe Secretary. \Pive, at least, of these 
plays bold firm possession of the stage, and 
are identified in the minds of all play-goers 
with the most successful efforts of modern 
actors and actresses. Jn William Tell and 
other impersonations, Sheridan Knowles 
ventured to renew his own early attempts at 
histronic celebrity ; but, except in the character 
of Master Walter, in Zhe Hunchback, the 
repeated efforts must be fairly chronicled as a 
series of slightly modified failures. Mr Knowles 
twice visited America; and he was twice 
married. tflis first wife was Miss Charteris, 
whom be espoused during bis youtbful career as 
an actor in the south of Ireland. Three sons 
and three daughters by that union reached ages 
of maturity ; but all except one son, MrR, B. 
S. Knowles, and one married daughter, now 
resident in Dublin, preceded their father to 
the grave. His second wife, who was once a 
celebrated actress, Miss Elphinstone, survives 
her husband. The literary pension of £200 a 
year was conferred on Mr Kuowles:by the late 
Sir Robert Peel as an acknowledgement by the 
crown of great and lasting services to English 
literature. 





The great organ, which is so conspicuous 
a feature in the Royal Albert Hall, was formally 
opened on Tuesday evening by Mr W. T. Best, 
organist to the hall. .The organ, which is now 
said to be complete, comprises four rows of keys 
or manuels, and rather more than two octaves of 
pedals. There are 111 stops, besides those 
(14 in number) for. effecting mechanical com- 
binations of manuals and pedals. The wind ig 
supplied by steam power, and there are various 
improvements in construction resulting from 
modern progress in the art of organ-building. 

Prince Arthur visited the Lyceum Theatre on 
Thursday. 

On Friday afternoon Mr and Mrs Rousby 
gave, at the Queen’s Concert Rooms, Hanover- 
square, the first of a series of ‘poetic recitals 
The programme consisted of selections, both 
pathetic and comic, froin Shakspere, ‘l'ennyson, 
Browning, Burritt, Praed; Waleott, &c. Some 
recitations from ‘Macbeth were given by Mre 
Rousby. Though the room was not crowded the 
audience was numerous and very appreciative.

MASTER BETTY. 


Ir any one has an indefeasible right to the 
appellation of ‘ popular” it must surely be 
the Infant Roscius, whose reign, short though 
it was,was of a most brilliant character. As we 
have had inquiries about the health of this 
now venerable tragedian, and as his name 
figured recently in the list of subscribers to 
the Theatrical Fund, we cannot do better than 
give a sketch of his career. 

W. H. West Betty was born Sept. 13, 1791. 
His mother was the daughter of a gentleman 
residing near Worcester. Hie father a few 
years after the birth of his son carried on the 
linen manufactory at Ballynahinch, his native 
town. Hise mother was very partial to the 
drama and was fond of acting in private with 
her sisters. In 1802 Mrs Siddons was at 
Belfast, and the manager got up Pizarro for 
her. His father took Master Betty then, for 
the first time, to see a play ; and—fortunately 
for him—his youthful sight opened on per- 
fection. Briefly, be resolved at once, to be an 
actor, and thought of nothing but Elvira; he 
spoke only the speeches of Elvira ;—the voice 
of Siddons perpetually sounded in his ear. 
Mr Hough, the prompter of the Belfast Thea- 
tre, directed his studies; he was evidently the 
mind of young Betty’s acting; an interesting 
person, a prepossessing countenance, intelligent 
eyes, great animation and energy, and the 
utmost grace at a period when even the grace- 
ful are awkward, completed the attractions, 
which for some time took possession alike of 
wisdom and folly, of the elevated and the 
humble, and produced a delirium, for the 
greatest men drivelled nonsense on this sub- 
ject, which hed never been exceeded in the 
most remarkable delusions of taste. 

Those who believe in infant prodigies may 
now gratify their taste and judge whether 
Master Manley, 6 years of age, is really a 
genius. Theo people believed that a boy of 
11 years of age conceived the characters he 
performed, but Mr Hough found that Betty 
was remarkably docile, for whatever he was 
directed to do, he could instantly execute, and 
was sure never to forget. He could take the 
impression of every passion. He seized in- 


tuitively the spirit of every sentence, and the- 


prominent beauties of every remarkable 
passage. 

His first engagement was at Belfast, in 
Aug., 1803, where, he appeared as Osman in 
Voltaire’s Zara. His success was prodigious. 
He then played at Edinboro’. Douglas was 
the tragedy, John Home, the author, then in 
bis 70th year,who said it was the first time he 
had ever seen the part of Norval played ac- 
cording to his idea of the character. Mr 
Macready (not the tragedian) then engaged him 





for the Birmingham Theatre. He loved a 
cheap article, and got him for £104 night. 
When he saw him he repented of his bargain 
and wished to be let off, but at last hit on a 
comfortable arrangement. “From the nightly 
receipts,” said he, ‘first deduct £60, and then 
we divide the remaiader equally.” Our 
cautious manager thus paid the boy £50 in. 
stead of £10 a night. He came to C.G. at 
50 guineas a night—a gentle, modest, well- 
disposed youth, very ingenuous,not in the least 
conceited or spoiled, but delighted to act, and 
always doing his best. Dec. 1, 1804, was his 
opening night at C.G. At one o’clock the 
piazzas and Bow-street began to fill. As 
Cowper says— 
“The theatre, too small, did suffocate 
Its squeez’d contents, and more than it admitted 
Did sigh at their exclusion, and return 
Ungratified. For Berry there, the doy, 
Did strut, and storm, and straddle, stamp, and stare, 
And show the world how Garrick did not act.’ 
The crush was terrific; the soldiers at last 
lined the passages and permitted any one to 
return but none to enter. The pit was half 
filled by gentlemen who bad sprung down from 
the boxes. D.L. benefitted to the tune of 
£200 by the overflow of 0.G. The tragedy 
was Dr. Brown’s Barbarossa, in which he 
played Achmet to Hargrave’s Barbarossa, 
and Mrs Lichfield’s Zaphira.

Dickens, 
Thackeray, Maclise, Macaulay, Babbage, War- 
burton, Delane, Chas. Kemble, W. J. Fox, 
Sergeant Adams, Mark Lemon, Leech, 
Monckton Milnes, C. Stanfield, Dr. Southey, 
Phelps, and about 600 other gentlemen con- 
nected with literature, the drama, and art.
